The William Inge Theatre 
Festival at Independence 
Community college announces 
that Pulitzer Prize-winning 
piaywright Neil Simon will be the 
recipient of the “William Inge 
Festival Award for Distinguished 
Achievement in the American 
Theatre” at the sixteenth annual 
William Inge Theatre Festival which 
will be held April 17, 18 and 19, 
1997 on the ICC campus. Mr. 
Simon will be honored in an 
evening of tribute on Saturday, 
April 19. Past recipients of the 
award include Jerome Lawrence, 
William Gibson, Robert Anderson, 
John Patrick, Garson Kanin, 
Sidney Kingsley, Robert E. Lee, 
Horton Foote, Betty Comden, 
Adolph Green, Edward Albee, 
Peter Shaffer, Wendy 
Wasserstein, Terrence McNally, 
Arthur Miller, and August Wilson. 
The annual William Inge Theatre 
Festival and Conference is a three- 
day event offering a wide range of 
seminars, workshops, lectures, 
and live theatrical performances. 
Started in 1982, the Festival has 
played host to playwrights, actors, 
directors, students, and theatre 
enthusiasts from all over the 
nation. 


Neil Simon is considered 
one of the most successful, 
popular and prolific playwrights in 
the history of American theater. 
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From his theatrical success with 
Come Blow Your Horntohis 
most recent offering London 
Suite, Simon has been bringing 
laughter to audiences of the world 
for over 35 years and at one time 
had a phenomenal total of four 
shows running simultaneously on 
Broadway. He was born in the 
Bronx, NY, on the Fourth of July in 
1927. After a brief military service 
at the end of World War Ii, he 
began his writing career in radio 
and television including writing 
material for Sid Caesar's “Caesar's 
Hour’ and Phil Silvers’ show 
“Sergeant Bilko.” His first play was 
Come Blow Your Horn (1961), 
followed by the book of the 
musical Little me (1962). Plays 
that followed included Barefoot 
in the Park (1963), The Odd 
Couple (1965), The Star- 
Spangled Girl (1966), Plaza 
Suite (1968), Last of the Red 
Hot Lovers (1969), The 
Gingerbread Lady (1970), The 
Sunshine Boys (1972), 
California Suite (1976), 
Brighton Beach Memoirs 
1983), Rumors (1988), Lost in 
Younkers (1991), Jake’s 
Women (1992), and London 
Suite (1994). 


He won Tony Awards for 
The Odd Couple in 1965, 
Biloxi Blues in 1985, and Lost 
in Younkers in 1991, which also 
received the Pulitzer Prize for 
Drama. He is amember of the 
Dramatists Guild and the Writers 
Guild of America and divides his 
time between New York and Los 
Angeles. His autobiography 
REWRITES: A MEMOIR will 
be published this fall.
